OUR OVERSEA TRADE IN NOVEMBER 
A REVIEW IN DETAIL 


In last week’s issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ (page 822) there was published a preliminary

The value of exports of United Kingdom goods last 
month (£42,923,000) was the highest recorded this 
ear, being slightly larger than in October, but 
£2,260,000 (5 per cent.) less than in November 1937. 
Exports of food, drink and tobacco and of raw materials 
showed little change in value as compared with 


November of last year, a decline of £172,000 and a rise 
of £87,000, respectively; exports of manufactured 
articles fell by £2,211,000 (64 per cent.). 


The value of imports last month (£78,028,000) was 
£1,006,000 less than in October and £19,240,000 (20 
per cent.) less than the peak figure recorded for 
November 1937. For the second month in succession 
a decline occurred in the value of food, drink and 
tobacco imported, imports last month (£39,076,000) 
being £4,044,000 (94 per cent.) less than a year earlier. 
Raw materials and manufactured articles continued the 
marked decline shown in recent months, falling by 
£9,632,000 (34 per cent.) and £5,647,000 (22 per cent.), 
respectively. 


Re-exports last month, valued at £5,114,000, were 
lower than either a month or a year earlier; the decline 
compared with November 1937 amounted to £192,000 
(34 per cent.), a rise in the value of raw materials re- 
exported being more than offset by reductions for the 
other two main classes of goods. The value of the 
goods transhipped under bond, which are excluded 
from the records of both imports and _ re-exports, 
amounted last month to £38,106,000, which was 
£326,000 more than in October but £299,000 less than 
in November 1937.

IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of food, drink 
and tobacco during November were valued at 
£39,076,000, being only £258,000 less than in the pre- 
vious month but £4,044,000 (93 per cent.) less than in 
November 1937. The decline as compared with a year 
earlier affected five of the nine groups in this class, the 
most important reductions occurring in respect of grain 
and flour (£3,111,000, or 35 per cent.), beverages and 
cocoa preparations (£1,285,000, or 23 per cent.) and 
tobacco (£559,000, or 16 per cent.) ; the largest increase 
(£413,000, or 6 per cent.) was shown for meat. 


The total quantity of grain and flour imported last 
month (19-4 million ewts.) was only 6 per cent. smaller 
than a year earlier. Maize (5-7 million ewts.) con- 
tinued to show a substantial reduction and barley (2:0 
million cwts.) was down by 26 per cent.—a movement 
contrary to the previous general upward trend; imports 
of wheat (9°5 million ewts.) were larger by 15 per cent. 
and those of wheat meal and fiour (762,000 cwts.) rose 
by 6 per cent. Average values of imports in this group 
were all very substantially lower last month than in 
November 1937, owing to the almost unbroken decline 
which has occurred throughout this year; in the case of 
barley, however, some increase took place as compared 
with October. 

Ageregate imports of meat in November (2,381,000 
ewts.) were somewhat larger than a year earlier, the 
increase being mainly in respect of mutton and lamb, 
which rose from 868,000 to 511,000 ewts. The 
quantity of beef imported (1,009,000 ewts.) showed a 
mall decline, and for bacon (593,000 cwts.) there was 
no significant change.

Manufactured Articles.—Imports of manufactured 
articles during November were valued at £19,677,000, 
which was £554,000 less than in October and 
£5,647,000 (22 per cent.) less than in November 1937. 
The fall compared with a year ago was common to 
all but five of the twenty-one groups, the largest 
declines being shown by iron and steel and manufac- 
tures (£1,892,000) and non-ferrous metals (£1,373,000) ; 
there were also substantial decreases for refined oils, 
ete., which includes refined petroleum (£679,000) and 
for paper, cardboard, etc. (£513,000). Of the five in- 
creases, the only one of significance was £42,000 for 
footwear. 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The value of food, drink 
and tobacco exported last month (£3,811,000) was 
rather higher than in October, but £172,000 (4 per 
cent.) less than in November 1987. Compared with a 
year ago, declines were recorded for the two largest 
sroups, beverages and cocoa preparations (£118,000) 
and ‘‘ other food ’’ (£103,000); none of the other 
changes was significant. 


Raw Materials.—Exports during November of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £5,434,000, which was £123,000 more than 
in October and £86,000 (13 per cent.) more than a year 
ago. Of the fourteen groups in this class only five 
showed increases compared with last year, the largest 
being for raw wool, ete. (£111,000) and iron ore and 
scrap (£84,000), but these outweighed the declines 
recorded for the other groups, the largest of which was 
£51,000 for miscellaneous ‘raw materials. Exports of 
coal, which account for the major part of the value of 
exports in this class, were £125,000 less than in 
October, but £5,000 more than in November last year. 
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Fuel.—Exports of coal last month amounted to 
3,292,000 tons, or 101,000 tons less than in October. 
Compared with November 1937 this represented 
decrease of 220,000 tons (6 per cent.), in spite of g 
slight increase in aggregate value. Consignments to 
France were 316,000 tons less than a year earlier, and 
for Sweden there was a fall of 84,000 tons, while the 
principal increases were recorded for Germany (122,00 
tons) and Italy (61,000 tons). The average value of the 
coal exported last month fell slightly to 20s. 94d. per 
ton, as compared with 19s. 6d. in November 1937. 


The quantity of coal shipped last month as bunkers 
for steamers engaged in the foreign trade and fishing 
vessels (909,000 tons) was 16,000 tons more than in the 
previous month but 87,000 tons (9 per cent.) less than 
in November last year. Shipments of fuel oil as foreign 
bunkers amounted to 19°7 million gallons, the smallest 
total since April 1936. 


Manufactured Articles.—The value of exports last 
month of articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
was £32,471,000, which was slightly more than in 
October but £2,211,000 (63 per cent.) less than a year 
ago. More than half of the decline was in respect of 
cotton yarns and manufactures (£1,265,000), while 
substantial decreases were also shown for iron and steel 
and manufactures (£599,000), woollen and worsted 
yarns and manufactures (£492,000) and manufactures 
of textile materials other than cotton, wool or silk 
(£357,000). Smaller declines were recorded for most 
of the remaining groups; of the six increases shown the 
only ones to exceed £100,000 were for vehicles, includ- 
ing locomotives, ships and aircraft (£594,000), and 
machinery (£512,000).

The total quantity of iron and steel imported last 
month amounted to 66,000 tons, compared with 52,000 
tons in October and 273,000 tons in November 1937, 





when reduced duties were in force and special arrange- 
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ments for larger imports had been made with the Steel 
Cartel. Exports of British iron and steel showed a 
yery substantial increase over the previous month, the 
total (181,000 tons) being only 17,000 tons below that 
recorded a year earlier. The decline as compared with 
November 1937 occurred in respect of rolling-mill pro- 
ducts; finished goods showed no change in the aggre- 
gate, a substantial decline for tinned plates being offset 
by a corresponding increase for galvanised shoots. 


Imports of machinery last month totalled 10,100 
tons, as against 9,000 tons in October and 11,700 tons 
a year ago; of the decline of 1,600 tons on the previous 
November’s figures machine tools accounted for 500 
tons. British exports of machinery (37,700 tons) were 
600 tons more than in October but 2,600 tons less than 
in November 1937. The principal classes of machinery 
to show declines compared with a year ago were textile 
machinery (2,000 tons), boilers and boiler-house plant 
1,800 tons), agricultural machinery—mainly tractors 
—(1,300 tons) and sewing machines and parts (400 
tons); these decreases were partly offset by larger 
exports of machine tools (700 tons) and cranes, hoists, 
etc., electrical machinery and miscellaneous machinery 


(each 900 tons). 


The number of new private motor cars imported last 
month (857) was less than half that in November 
1987 (1,893). British exports of motor cars and chassis 
totalled 6,127, which was 485 less than in October and 
8,040 less than in November last year. The number 
of new passenger vehicles exported fell from 5,303 in 
November 1937 to 2,913 last month, the number taken 
by New Zealand declining from 1,889 to 505. Increases 
were recorded for new commercial vehicles and for 
second-hand vehicles (passenger and commercial 
together), but exports of chassis fell from 2,718 to 
1,885, and of motor cycles and tricars from 2,649 to 
1,410. The tonnage of complete locomotives exported 
(1,200 tons) was nearly four times that recorded for 
November 1937, while the tonnage of parts rose from 
435 to 1,857 tons. The value of new ships and boats 


exported (£988,000) was £277,000 more than a year, 


ago and aircraft and parts showed an increase from 


£381,000 to £663,000.

According to statistics pub- 
lished by the Liverpool Cotton Association, the 
deliveries of cotton to mills last month (99°5 million 


Ibs.) were 27 per cent. less than in November 1937; 
during the first eleven months of the year they 


amounted to 1,093 million lbs., which was 20 per cent. 
less than last year and the lowest recorded for this 
period since 1931 (1,009 million lbs.). The average 
value of the raw cotton imported last month (5°9d. per 
lb.) was the highest since October 1937. 


Exports of cotton yarns in November (11-9 million 
lbs.) were, for the first time in twelve months, larger 
in quantity than a year earlier, but the value continued 
to be smaller; for the eleven months the quantity 
declined by 23 per cent. and the value by 30 per cent. 
Exports of cotton piece-goods (119°9 million square 
yards) showed an improvement over the preceding 
seven months, but they were 20 per cent. less than in 
November 1937, while the value decreased by 29 per 
cent. There were appreciable increases in exports to 
Denmark and the Union of South Africa, but most of 
the other leading markets showed declines; for the 
eleven months exports decreased by 28 per cent. in 
both quantity and value, being the lowest recorded for 
this period since the war. 


Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool (51°6 
million lbs.) were seasonally greater than in October 
and half as large again as in November 1937; the total 
for the eleven months was 9 per cent. greater than 
last year. The average value of the imports during 
November (106d. per Ib.) was only slightly less than in 
the two preceding months and compares with 14:3d. 
per lb. in November 1937. Exports of sheep’s and 
lambs’ wool (5-0 million Ibs.) were nearly double the 
low figure recorded in November 1937, though the value 
wag only one-fifth greater; for the eleven months 
the quantity exported decreased by 14 per cent. 
gy of wool tops in November declined in quantity 

, 16 per cent., but woollen and worsted yarns in- 
creased by one-fifth, being the largest since July 1937. 
Exports of woollen and ‘worsted tissues (7:1 million 
square yards) continued to be appreciably less than a 
year ago, and the total for the eleven months (88°6 
million square yards) declined by 26 per cent. 


As regards other textile materials, whereas total 
imports of raw silk increased during the first half-year 
by 53 per cent., for the following five months there was 
a decrease of 26 per cent., resulting i in a net increase of 
11 per cent. for the eleven months. Imports of silk 
cocoons, waste, ete., and retained imports of hemp in 
November were both appreciably less than a year ago, 
but imports of flax and retained imports of jute showed 
considerable increases. Exports of artificial silk tissues 
and linen piece-goods continued to be substantially 
smaller than last year, while jute piece-goods and sacks 
and bags increased in quantity, though not in value.

NORWAY 


ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL 
CONDITIONS, 1936-38 


The improvement in the economic situation as a 
whole continued with growing momentum in 1936, and 
1937 was in the main an exceptionally prosperous year, 
*writes the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation 
at Oslo. 


Signs of a recession, which had been visible elsewhere 
in the June quarter of 1937, came later to Norway and 
were at first slight. They became more pronounced, 
however, in September-October and _ conditions 
deteriorated in important respects during the succeed- 
ing twelve general impression 
remained good, and ~ to September 1938 the economy 
of the country had suffered no serious setback.

Tax assessments show that the income of the nation 
has expanded with increasing rapidity during the last 
four years and that in 1937 it was nearly 89 per cent. 
greater than in 1933. National expenditure has, how- 
ever, risen with even greater strength, and, without 
taking an extraordinary defence vote into account, the 
State Budget grants for 1938-39 balance at a sum 
which exceeds the actual outlay of 1934-35 by about 
44 per cent. and that of 1933-34 by about 53 per cent. 
Social legislation has also imposed financial burdens on 
the community which do not appear in the Budget at 
all, and there seems to be a general feeling that an 
upward limit of taxation has been reached ; even during 
the past two prosperous years it is stated to have had a 
cramping effect. In 1939-40 it may less easy to 
finance expenditure on the present scale. It has been 
found necessary during this period to continue the large 
extraordinary grants ‘‘ for relief of the economic crisis,’’ 
but later allocations have been somewhat less than 
those of 1936-37.

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BALANCE OF PAYMENTS AND OF TRADE 


The Budgets for each of the three years 1035-36 to 
1937-38 produced a large surplus. National debt was 
4:8 million kronor less on 81 December 1937 than on 
30 June 1935, but it was 3°6 million kr. greater than on 
31 December 1935. Substantial savings have been 
effected on the service of national, municipal and other 
debt by conversion of loans at improving rates. The 
position of municipal finance has changed considerably 
for the better. Net debt to foreign countries was 
reduced appreciably in 1937 and the balance of pay- 
ments became increasingly favourable to Norway. 

Mainly as a the great earnings of 
shipping, the Bank of Norway was able to provide 
cover for an adverse balance of trade which was par- 
ticularly heavy in 1937, and at the same time to 
accumulate copious reserves of foreign exchange. 
These were at their largest in May 1938, but decreased 
later owing to the redemption of a State sterling loan; 
they have remained, however, up to the present time, 
at a higher level than was reached in 1937. In these 
circumstances there was no reason for stringent valuta 
control. A remarkable decline has taken place in the 
Bank’s loans and discounts and a hardly less remark- 
able rise in the note issue. The bank rate was raised 
to 4 per cent. for about a year, but returned to 3} per 
cent. in January last.

A heavy fall in bank deposits caused concern in 1936. 
It was succeeded by a rise in 1937, which continued in 
1938, and in the autumn the money market 
described as easy.

AGRICULTURE, Etc., AND TIMBER 


The year 1936 was, on the whole, a good one for 
farmers. In 1937 the yield of the crops established a 
record, and this record may have been surpassed in 
1938, unless the wet weather in September did too 
much damage. A steady rise in the wholesale price 
index for agricultural produce, which culminated in 
December 1936, was, however, accompanied by an 
increase in costs of production, and the net profit on 
farming did not rise proportionately. In view of the 
fall in grain prices in 1938, the outlook is now 
sidered less hopeful, but there has undoubtedly been 
a great improvement in the position of farmers during 
the last few years. This improvement is also reflected 
in some reduction of the extraordinary grants in aid of 
agriculture since 1936-37.

Although a considerably greater area of land has 
been devoted to wheat, the efforts made to encourage 
farmers to grow more feeding-stuffs have not hitherto 
resulted in a reduction in the output of animal produce ; 
on the contrary, the surplus of butter, eggs and pig- 
meat appears to have increased. Forest owners 
obtained high prices for the timber produced in the 
winter of 1937-88, and lumbering proceeded on a much 
enhanced scale. In spite of a great rise in the cost of 
labour good profits were made. The outlook for 
1938-39 is poor, as the pulp mills have large stocks of 
timber and prices have dropped. 


THe Frisuinac Inpustry 


The fishing industry has continued to struggle against 
difficulties. The northern districts seem to be depen- 
dent on State aid, without which a collapse could 
hardly be avoided: the assistance afforded has, how- 
ever, rendered conditions somewhat easier than they 
were two The authorities have been un- 
relaxing in their efforts to solve the problems befor 
them, and an intricate network of legislation has been 
passed, with a view to the improvement of quality and 
further centralisation of the marketing of fish and fish 
products. To obtain facilities for the export of her fish 
has continued to be a primary objective in Norway’s 
trade negotiations with other countries. The value of 
exports rose in 1936 and 1937, but it has dropped in 
1938.

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Import TRADE: THE UNITED KinGpom’s SHARE 


There was a great increase in the demand for im. 
ported goods in 1936, and in 1937 it assumed very 
striking dimensions. The value of imports increased 
by 12°35 per cent. and 39°45 per cent. in these two years 
respectively, while volume rose 9 per cent. and 23 per 
cent. In each instance the rise was far stronger for 
production than for consumption goods, and the per. 
centage (in value) of all imports represented by the 
latter declined from 38°10 per cent. in 1985 to 31:59 
per cent. in 1987. 

In imports from the United Kingdom there was an 
increase in value which was under the average for all 
countries in 1936 (9°57 per cent.) and over the average 
in 1937 (43°42 per cent.); but if old ships, coal, coke 
and whale oil are excluded from the calculation, the 
share of the general increase in imports secured by the 
United Kingdom fell below the average in 1937 as 
well. It would, therefore, appear that United King. 
dom manufacturers lost ground to foreign competitors 
in both years, and the countries which benefited at 
their expense were probably (in alphabetical order 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia, Finland, Germany, Italy and 
Sweden. 

In common with other Jands, Norway over-bought 
on the rising market in the early part of 1987, and, 
when the fall of commodity prices set in, stocks had 
been accumulated, which exercised a depressing effect 
on new business until they began to approach a more 
normal level in the autumn of 1938. Buying then 
became more active, and large contracts, particularly 
for foodstuffs, are stated to have been placed during 
the European crisis at the end of September. 

A decline in imports was to be expected in 1938. 
Compared with the rise in 1937 it proved, however 
to be fairly modest, there being a drop in value of only 
9-4 per cent. from January-July 1937 to January-July 
1938. For United Kingdom products the position was 
far from satisfactory. In their case there was a fall of 
no less than 20°7 per cent., and it is obvious that 
foreign competition has become more formidable. 
Imports of German goods declined by only 3:3 per cent 
and Germany has resumed the réle of Norway’s prin- 
cipal supplier. 


VOLUME AND VALUE OF IMPORTS 


In an appendix to the Commercial Secretary’s Report 
will be found a table (based on returns published by 
the Norwegian Statistical Bureau), which shows the 
value and character of imports in 1935, 1936 and 1937 
and the value of imports during January-June in 1937 
and 1938. It will be seen from the table that con- 
sumption goods have continued to form a decreasing 
percentage of the value of all imports (38°10 per cent. 
in 1935—-31-59 per cent. in 1937), while raw materials 
and capital commodities such as ships, machinery, ete., 
have formed an increasing percentage (61°90 per cent. 
in 1935—68°41 per cent. in 1937). 

In these returns unmilled grain, raw tobacco, etc.. 
as well as yarns and woven fabrics, are reckoned as 
consumption goods. If, however, imports are classified 
on the basis adopted by the League of Nations, which 
regards these commodities as production goods, the 
percentage of all imports consisting of such goods was 
82-22 per cent. in 1936 and 84:40 per cent. in 1937, 
while the corresponding figures for consumption goods 
were 17°78 per cent. and 15°40 per cent. 


TrRaDE with THE Unrrep KineGpom in 1938 


Developments during the first half of 1938 cannot 
be described as satisfactory, so far as imports from the 
United Kingdom are concerned. Some decrease 1n thé 
value of such imports might have been anticipated 4 
a result of the general trade recession, but the declin 
from January-June 1937 (15:49 per cent.), was much 
heavier than the average decrease for all imports (8:25 
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per cent.), and it is evident that United Kingdom pro- 
ducers lost ground to competitors. 


At the same time, the value of Norwegian goods 
exported for consumption in the United Kingdom was 
considerably higher (7°65 per cent.) in January-June 
1938 than in the same months of 1937, although there 
was a moderate fall in the total value of exports (3°74 
per cent.). It also exceeded slightly the value of 
United Kingdom products imported. During this 
period, moreover, Germany regained from the United 
Kingdom the position of Norway’s largest source of

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supplies, though the United Kingdom has remained 
throughout by far the most important market for 
Norwegian exports. 


If entrepdt trade is included, however, the United 
Kingdom has retained the lead as both bu 1yer and seller 


by a very substantial margin. Such trade has 
embraced the sale to Norway on a considerable scale of 
fats, oils, gums, ete., fruit and vegetables, colonial 


produce, cereals, feeding-stuffs, minerals and ships; 
and the purchase from Norway of fish, paper and crude 
and semi-manufactured metals.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS’ LICENCES 
IN UGANDA 


The Trading Ordinance, 1938, of Uganda, effective 
as from 1 January 1939, provides that no Ss shall 
act as a commercial traveller in the Protectorate unless 
he is the holder of a valid commercial traveller's 
licence, the fee for which is £12 10s. for a period not 
exceeding three months or £20 for a period not exceed: 
ing twelve months. 

The Ordinance defines a commercial traveller 
any person who, not being ordinarily resident in the 
Protectorate, solicits orders for the purchase of goods 
on behalf of himself or any other person but does no 
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include any person employed as a traveller on a con- 
tract of bona fide remuneration by any person holding 
3 trading licence under this Ordinance.’’ Trading 
licences will be required, with certain exceptions, in 
respect of the sale of goods from stores established in 
Uganda.

AFGHANISTAN FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
CONTROL 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 


Journal ’’ of 29 September, the rules for exports, 
imports and foreign exchange have, according to 
“Tslah,’’ No. 78, of 26 October, and No. 77, of 


31 October, been modified in the following sense :—

‘Note to Article 7 of the new rules for Exports, Imports 
and Foreign Exchange published in issue No. 257 of the 
‘Islah’’? dated 12 June 1938. 

“By Decree No, 269 the Cabinet have sanctioned the 
addition of the following note to Article 7 of the Rules re- 
garding Foreign Exchange: 

“(b) Should an export trader not wish to import any 


goods he may, when exporting his goods, take out a permit’ 


from the exchange control section in the Customs House and 
surrender the rights to import goods resulting from the 
exports he has made to any other person in accordance 
with the provisions of the permit. The permit will bear 
the importer’s name and signature which will be entered 
on the reverse.”’ 

Regarding the note to Clause 7 of the new rules for Ex- 
ports, Imports and Foreign Exchange published in issue 
No. 73 of the ‘Islah’ dated 26 October 1938, 

“Tn aceordance with Clause 7 traders were previously 
required either to import goods to the value of the sale 
proceeds of goods exported by them or to pay the Foreign 
Exchange resulting from their transactions into the Bank 
and receive Afghanis in lieu thereof within a period of four 
months. But now should they either be unable or unwilling 
to import goods themselves they can also, vide the note 
referred to above, sell their Foreign Exchange to a third 
Person provided that that third person undertakes either 
to import goods to the value of the Foreign Exchange pur- 
thased or to pay it into the Bank in accordance with 
Clause 7.” 


BRAZILIAN EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 8 December (page 795), the Commercial 
Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Rio de Janeiro 
teports, by telegram, that during the week commencing 
19 December 60-days’ exchange contracts are being 
supplied for bills due and for which currency deposits 
have been made up to and including 14 November; 
lominally 90-days’ exchange contracts are also being 
supplied for ‘‘ open account ’’ business and to com- 
panies with daily exchange quotas up to and including 
the same date, but in practice most contracts for these 
‘wo latter categories are negotiated on terms providing 
for a longer period.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND BRITISH 
GUIANA 
TRADE, WEATHER AND CROPS 

Trade conditions are normal for this time of year. 

In Barbados heavy rains have fallen throughout the 
Island, and some damage has been done to bridges and 
roads, and to some extent to the coming sugar crop, but a 
very large crop is expected; the planting of the 1940 sugar 
crop, however, has been hindered. 

All the 1937-38 Jamaican sugar crop has been sold; it is 
reported that estates will not now commence grinding the 
new crop until after Christmas. Exports of bananas de- 
creased by some 2,300,000 bunches to 20,895,323 bunches for 
the first ten months of the year, as compared with 23,218,854 
bunches for the corresponding period of last year. Some 
activity has been shown in the pimento market. There is 
nothing on offer locally for either ginger or honey. 

In Trinidad excessive rains have been experienced, re- 
sulting in the retarding of the growth of the sugar canes; 
planting of the 1940 crop has been curtailed, but, with a 
large carry-over of canes from the 1938 crop, output for the 
next crop should be about normal. The new cocoa crop has 
also been affected by the abnormal weather. Exports of 
mineral oil for the year to the end of October amounted to 
477,547,921 gallons, as compared with 411,139,276 gallons 
for the corresponding period of last year. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, owing 
to excellent rains the sugar canes in Antigua are showing 
good growth, and the 1940 crop planting is in full swing. 
St. Kitts sugar crop has benefited by seasonable weather, 
and the 1939 crop is estimated at over 32,000 tons of sugar. 
Considerable damage to bridges and roads has been caused 
by very heavy rain in Grenada, and it is feared the cocoa 
crop will be adversely affected. St. Lucia has experienced 
abnormally heavy rains, resulting in damage to crops; there 
have also been serious landslides, causing a heavy loss of life. 
Arrowroot exports from St. Vincent for the first ten months 
of the year amounted to 30,028 barrels, as compared with 
29,629 barrels for the similar period of last year. 

From British Guiana sugar exports for the year to the 
end of October were 149,701 tons as compared with 142,696 
tons for the same period of last year. Rice prices have de- 
clined somewhat. Bauxite exports continue to increase, 
and totalled 356,592 tons for the ten months to the end of 
October, as compared with 267,367 tons for the same period 
of last vear.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and 
Overseas). 


MALTA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER QUARTER

According to the Malta Customs and Trade Returns for 
the three months ended 30 September, the value of im- 
ports during the quarter under review was £876,598, as 
against £969,626 in the September quarter of 1937, while 
exports totalled £157,670 and £148,992 respectively. 

Imports of food, drink and tobacco were valued at 
£358,157, as compared with £381,493, raw materials and 
other articles mainly unmanufactured, £95,449 (£116,892) ; 
manufactured articles imported amounted to £330,356 
(£327,819), and miscellaneous imports were valued at 
£92,592, as compared with £143,397 in the corresponding 
period of last year. 

Exports of local produce totalled £33,728, as against 
£39,820, while re-exports rose to £123,942, as against 
£109,172 in the corresponding period of 1937. 

Revenue derived from imports during the quarter under 
review advanced to £155,582, to which the Empire Prefer- 
ential Tariff contributed £42,746.

As compared with the corresponding period of 1937 the 
only increases in merchandise imported, both as to quantity 
and value, were in beans and peas, crude sulphate of 
ammonium and oilcake. The amount of coal imported fell by 
650,000 tons, but its value rose by 4:5 million yen. The most 
important decreases were in oil-yielding materials, crude 
india-rubber, raw cotton, hemp and other vegetable fibres, 
wool, wood, hides and skins and cellulose pulp. 


In merchandise exported the two most substantial in- 
creases were in wheat flour, + 32 million yen, and machinery 
and parts thereof, + 18 million yen; the following items 
also showed increases:—Refined sugar, beer, wood, soap, 
matches and paper. The most important decreases were in 
vegetable oil, raw silk, cotton yarns, artificial silk, silk 
tissues, artificial silk tissues, cotton tissues, knitted goods, 
hats, caps and bonnets, porcelain and toys. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


The chief sources of imports were: Manchuria, 257 
million yen, as against 184 million yen in the same period 
of 1937; Kwantung Leased Territory, 48 million yen (34 
million yen); Germany 145 million yen (131 million yen); 
China, 124 million yen (131 million yen); British Malaya, 
65 million yen (95 million yen); British India, including 
Burma, 131 million yen (425 million yen); Philippine 
Islands, 24 million yen (37 million yen); Netherlands Indies, 
69 million yen (119 million yen); Great Britain, 56 million 
yen (83 million yen); the United States, 674 million yen 
(980 million yen); Canada, 66 million yen (78 million yen) ; 
Argentina, 17 million yen (36 million yen) ; Brazil, 28 
million yen (39 million yen); Egypt, 27 million yen (65 
million yen); and Australia, 69 million yen (145 million 
yen). 


As regards recipients of exports the principal were:— 
Manchuria, 225 million yen (149 million yen); Kwantung 
Leased Territory, 381 million yen (279 million yen) ; China, 
208 million yen (151 million yen) ; Australia, 52 million yen

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN OCTOBER 


The value of United States foreign trade increased in 
October, with exports 13 per cent. larger than in Septem- 
ber and imports up 6 per cent., states the Divisions of 
Foreign Trade Statistics and Business Review, Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Washington. Exports 
have not followed the usual seasonal pattern this year, 
mainly by reason of the unusual movements in some of the 
major farm products. The trend of the seasonally corrected 


index of exports has been downward in recent months. 
Imports, on the other hand, which fell off rapidly after 
June 1937, increased on a seasonally adjusted basis in

In October 
the merchandise entered warehouses increased consider- 
ably, with the result that the general import figure was 
almost as large as the value of imports for consumption. 
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In comparison with the corresponding month of 1937, 
exports were 17 per cent. lower in value in October, about 
the same relative position as in the several preceding 
months. About two-thirds of this differential from a year 
ago results from the lower prices of commodities this year, 
while the remainder represents the decline in volume of 
goods exported. Imports were about 20 per cent. smaller 
in value and 10 per cent. less in volume in October 1937.

The large number of increases recorded for finished manu- 
factured articles, which had dropped lower in value from 
May through September, was a major factor in the rise in 
the value of total exports in October. Exports of passenger 
tutomobiles increased from the usually low figure ol 
1,815,000 dols. in the preceding month to 6,713,000 dols. in 
Qctober. Increased shipments of practically all other prin- 
cipal finished manufactured exports were reported—not- 
ably of rubber manufactures, cotton manufactures, paper 
manufactures, electrical apparatus, office appliances, and 
chemical products. the semi-manufactured pro- 
ducts, the increase in iron and steel exports was outstand- 
ing. Kxports of total non-agricultural products, which 
consist mainly of semi-manufactured and finished manufac- 
tured articles, increased from a low value of 166,702,000 
dols. in August and 168,425,000 dols. in September to 
187,359,000 dols. in October.

The gain in the value of agricultural exports from 
75,196,000 dols. in September to 86,961,000 dols. in October 
was occasioned chiefly by an increase in shipments of leaf 
tobacco and fruit. Over 82 million lbs. of unmanufactured 
tobacco, valued at 29,489,000 dols., were exported to foreign 
markets in October. These shipments represented the 
largest amount of tobacco exported in any single month 
since October 1928, while the value represented a record 
monthly figure. More than 100 million Ibs. of dried fruit 
was exported in October, the largest amount for any month 
stnce November 1935. 


Exports of grain, which moved abroad in comparatively 
large volume during the first eight months of the current 
vear, decreased in October for the second consecutive month. 
Tho quantity of wheat exported in October—3,104,000 
bushels—was not much more than a third the monthly 
average for the first eight months of the year, while corn 
experts of 4,069,000 were about one-fourth the 
monthly average during the same eight months period.

Although exports of unmanufactured cotton were larger in 
quantity in October than in September, they did not show 
the expansion which usually occurs at this period of the 
vear. In the first three months of the current crop year— 
August to Octohber—as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1937, exports of unmanufactured cotton declined as 
follows:—To the United Kingdom, from 252 million Ibs. to 
63 million Ibs. ; to France, 152 million Ibs. to 94 million Ibs., 
and to Germany, from 151 million lbs. to 60 million Ibs. 
While exports of cotton to Japan increased from 36 million 
Ibs. to 116 million Ibs. as between the same three-month 
periods, that country’s purchases in the first seven months 
of the current year were only 296 million lbs., as compared 
with 399 million Ibs. in the first seven months of 1937. 


Imrort TRADE 


The rise in the value of import trade in October reflected 
mainly a further expansion over last summer’s low figures, 
in importations of crude materials, semi-manufactured pro- 
ducts and finished goods. In comparison with a value of 
38,003,000 dols. in June, crude material imports reached a 
value of 53,708,000 dols. in October. Similarly, imports of 
semi-manufactures expanded from a value of 27,846,000 dols. 
in May to 35,756,000 dols, in October and finished manufac- 
tures rose from 30,899,000 dols. in July to 40,639,000 dols. in 
October. The principal commodities in these economic 
classes which showed above-average increases over figures 
earlier in the year include unmanufactured wool, hides and 
skins, iron ore, nickel, manganese, wood pulp, fabrics of 
wool, silk manufactures, rayon manufactures and newsprint. 


As in other recent months, imports of foodstuffs in 
October varied little in value from the monthly average for 
the year to date—48,360,000 dols., as compared with 
48,008,000 dols. While there was considerable expansion in 
imports of certain foods in anticipation of the demands of 
the Christmas season, namely cheese, nuts and various fruits 
and vegetables, the imports of cane sugar were smaller in 
quantity in consonance with the limited amounts which still 
may be imported under the quotas.

_ “* Fruit ” provides an annual summary of the statistics relat- 
ing to the world production of and trade in the principal kinds 
of fresh, canned and dried fruit. This review shows that 
although the world trade in apples, pears, oranges, lemons and 
grapes in the three years 1935-37 was in most cases rather 
smaller than the average for 1932-34, shipments of these fruits 
from Empire countries expanded appreciably, except for 
apples. In recent years there has been an increase in the 
exports of bananas, grapefruit and canned fruit, particularly 
from Empire countries, and in 1937 the exports of each of 
these fruits and of oranges and grapes from Empire sources 
constituted new records. 

Changes in the world output of the different kinds of fruit 
are difficult to measure accurately over short periods, but 
there is little doubt that since the war the general tendency 
has heen one of expansion, more especially in those countries 
growing fruit largely for export, and trade has developed 
considerably, particularly in citrus fruit, bananas and most 
kinds of canned fruit. ‘There was a big increase in the trade 
in apples after the war and in the years 1929-33 the average 
annual exports were more than double those of 1919-23, but in 
the past four years exports of apples have been reduced. 

The United Kingdom imports much more fresh and canned 
fruit than any other country in the world. Imports into 
Germany have declined in recent years ; nevertheless, Germany 
is still the second most important market for most "fruits ex- 
cept oranges and is the largest importer of grapes. The United 
States is the principal market for bananas. A distinctive 
feature of the United Kingdom trade has been the marked 
growth of the imports from Empire countries, and in 1937 
they accounted for over 61 per cent. of the total supplies.

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AUSTRALIA—SWiTZERLAND 
TRADE AGREEMENT 

With reference to the notice under the heading ‘‘ Customs 
Tariff Proposals No. 5” in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 15 December 1938 (page 832), the Board of Trade have 
now received a copy of the Australia-Switzerland Trade 
Agreement concluded on 22 November 1938. 

Under the Agreement, Australia and Switzerland extend 
most-favoured-nation treatment to each other. 

Articles, the produce or manufacture of Switzerland, 
enumerated in Schedule A, will be accorded the benefits of 
the Australian Intermediate Tariff. 

Articles, the produce or manufacture of Switzerland, 
enumerated in Schedule B, will not be subjected to higher 
primage duties than those specified in the Schedule. 

Articles, the produce or manufacture of Australia, 
enumerated in Schedule C, will not be subjected to higher 
duties than those specified in the Schedule. 

Schedule D contains the quantities of certain articles pro- 
duced or manufactured in Australia which will be admitted 
annually into Switzerland. 

The Agreement will come into force 14 days after the 
exchange of the instruments of ratification or on such earlier 
date as may be agreed upon. It will remain in operation 
until six months after the date on which either party gives 
notice to the other of its intention to terminate it.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA—BURMA 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 1889, dated 18 November 1938, which contains 
the text of a preliminary Commercial Agreement concluded 
between the Governments of the Union of South Africa and 
Burma by an exchange of notes, dated 14 November 1938. 


The Agreement provides, inter alia, for reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment in respect of Customs duties and 
other taxes and charges levied on imports, and in all 
matters pertaining to the administration thereof, and any 
eventual form of foreign exchange control. Exemptions 
from most-favoured-nation treatment are made, however, 
as regards the preferential treatment accorded, or to be 
accorded, by either Government to other parts of the British 
Empire. 


The Agreement came into force on 5 December, and, if 
ratified, will remain in foree for a period of eighteen 
months. Thereafter it will continue in force until the 
expiration of three months from the date on which notice | 
of termination is given by either Government, unless it has | 
been superseded by a more comprehensive commercial 
agreement.

“It has been found that in most cases the marking 
is at present applied to the underneath face of the rim 
or immediately below the rim on the outside. 


‘Marking applied in either of the positions men- 
tioned is regarded as unsatisfactory. It has been de- 
cided, therefore, that where the marking is applied to 
the outside facing of the bottom of the basin it shall 
be required to be applied 14 in. below the lower edge 
of the rim or roll.’’ 


The Department of Trade and Customs intimates that 
the above requirement will not be enforced before 15 Feb- 
ruary 1939.

structed for the attachment of rubber tyres. 

This duty is in lieu of that referred to at Tariff Item 
No. 129 in so far as that item affects component parts 
which are wheels. 

Provision is made in the Order for the duty-free admis- 
sion of the goods concerned, under licence, subject to cer- 
tain conditions. 

The Order at (2) provides for the imposition of a duty 
of 60 per cent. ad valorem (Full rate) and 40 per cent. ad 
valorem (Preferential rate) on slide fasteners of the type 
commonly known as zipp fasteners and the following com- 
ponent parts :—

Provision is made in the Order for the duty-free adinis- 
sion of the goods concerned, under licence, subject to cer- 
tain conditions. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF RAW APPLES

This 
Department will fix each month the maximum quantity of 
these oils that may be imported during the following month, 
and will proceed with the distribution of that quantity in 
equal parts between the merchants who ask for importation 
permits. Application for the importation of these oils is to 
be made by the importers to the Department of State of 
the Treasury and Commerce. ‘The Customs houses of the 
Republic will not despatch to the consignees any consign- 
ments of these oils except in virtue of the corresponding 

importation permits which are non-transferable.

IMPORT AND EXPORT REGIME 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded the 
following summary translation of a communication issued 
to the Press by the Roumanian Ministry of Finance :— 

““Tt has been noticed that some contracts with foreign 
suppliers contain a clause which provides for payment of 
interest by the purchaser for any delay in payment—pay- 
ment meaning the date at which the supplier actually 
receives the money due to him. 

** Since it is provided in certain of our Clearing Arrange- 
ments that the depositing of the lei cover in a bank does not 
relieve the purchaser from his liability to the supplier, and 
since delays occur in transfer owing to the lack of the rela- 
tive currency in the respective clearing accounts and in no 
way by the fault of the purchaser, the above clause imust 
not, in future, be included in contracts for supplies from 
abroad. 

“Exception can be made to this rule only in important 
cases where it is impossible to make contracts with any 
firm without that clause and where the goods ordered are 
urgently ~eeded. In such cases an advice from the Ministry 
of Finance must first be obtained.”’

United Kingdom exporters of goods sold to Turkish buyers 
for payment through the Anglo-Turkish Clearing other than 
those for which payment is received on a ‘‘ compensation ’ 
basis, should satisfy themselves before shipment that a 
sufficient portion of the quota remains unused to permit 
the clearance of the goods through the Turkish Customs. 
In this connection it should be borne in mind that if the 
available balance is small, it may be exhausted by other 
consiguments already on their way to Turkey. It will be 
appreciated that, since goods normally take several weeks to 
arrive in Turkey from the United Kingdom, such consign- 
ments may be large in the aggregate. 


With reference to notices under the above heading in 
previous issues of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,”’ it should 
be noted that where the quotas for any particular items are 
exhausted, no fresh imports into Turkey may take place 
under those items until the new quarterly quotas become 
available on 1 January next. On that date goods which are 
already lying in the Turkish Customs and in respect of 
which import declarations have been made, will be ad- 
mitted in the chronological order of such declarations within 
the limits of the quotas available. In this connection the 
Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy in Angora has been 
informed that the quantities of goods shown in the second 
column of the statement below were lying in the Customs 
at Istanbul on 8 December last and that import declarations 
had been made in respect of them. 

It will be observed that in certain cases the whole of, or 
even more than, the next quarter’s quota will be taken up 
by the goods which have already reached Istanbul, while in 
other cases the goods awaiting entry will absorb the greater 
part of that quota. Moreover, the figures in the second 
column of the statement below do not include the quantities 
of goods which at that date may have been lying in Turkish 
ports other than Istanbul.

The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatie or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but'it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required is fre 
quently already in the possession of the Department, and 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers nbroad 
can therefore often be avoided. Should the information 
required not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant's 
behalf. 

When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information i 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informs 
tion required.
